NOTE: Contrary to Applicant's assertion otherwise, the proposed amendments do add new limitations to the claims 
which would require further search and consideration. For example, Applicant's have added a limitation requiring the tablet to melt in a 
region of the gastrointestinal tract with a specific temperature, as well as changing and adding limitations drawn to percents of 
components, such as in claim 19. However, even assuming the amendments were entered, the examiner maintains her position set 
forth in the final rejection of paper number 10. Applicant argues that the prior art compositions contain other essential ingredients and/ or 
were made in such a manner that they did not have tht properrties that are essential to the instant invention. This if ound unpersuasive 
for several reasons. First, Applicant's claims are drawn to compositions claims, which require nothing more than an activwe agent and a 
wax.
